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Murder Victim Bled 
To Death 

Grant Dailey, age 38, 
apparently bled to death on the 
8th of October in his apartment 
on Steiner Street, according to 
homicide Inspector Dave 
Toschi. Dailey had been bound 
and brutally stabbed. 

A friend, Jeffrey Judson, 
became concerned about Dailey 
and had been imable to reach 
him for several days. Judson 
went to the apartment house 
manager, who opened Dailey's 
apartment just after noon on 
October 12, 1976. 

A grisly sight greeted 
Judson 2 uid the manager. The 
naked body of the victim, 
Dailey, lay prone in a hedlway 
with his head and shoulders 
partially into the entrance of

the kitchen. The body lay in a 
pool of coagulated blood, the 
witnesses reported. 

His hands were tied 
behind him with a telephone 
cord, and his head was covered 
with two pairs of paints. A 
blood-soaiked towel lay beneath 
the head and shoulders. The 
body was punctured with stab 
wounds in the upper chest and 
in the side of the neck. There 
were lacerations about the left 
eye and an abrasion on the left 
shoulder. 

The Coroner noted that 
although the room was warm, 
the victim's thorax was cool. 
Rigor mortis had begun to 
recede. Lividity was described 
as consistent with the position 
of the body, and there were 
early signs of post-mortem 
decomposition: the body 

showed a greenish discoloration

and other signs which revealed 
that the victim had died several 
days earlier. 

The first police officer on 
the scene was N. Klemenko of 
Northern Station. He was 
joined by homicide Inspectors 
Hobcirt Nelson and Dave Toschi. 
They noted bloody footprints 
about the corpse and blood 
splattered on the three walls in 
the hallway near the body. A 
mattress on the floor was 
covered with the remains of a 
broken wine bottle and a pair of 
broken eyeglasses. They found 
a small paring knife on the floor 
in the hallway. 

The official cause of 
death had not yet been filed 
with the Coroner's Office, but 
the conjecture is that the 
victim bled to death. Veteram 
homicide Inspector Toschi 
described it as "one of the most 
brutal murders I have ever 
seen!" 

The police theorize that 
the victim met his murderer in 
an upper Market Street disco. 
Believing that, the police hope 
to solve the case with the help 
of persons who might have seen 
the victim and his new-foimd 
"friend" that night. The suspect 
is described as 5'10" to 6', 175 
to 180 pounds, with blonde wavy 
hair and about 26 or 27 years of 
age. On that night, the suspect 
was wearing faded demins and a 
jacket or sport shirt. 


Police are urging persons 
who may have seen the victim 
that evening, Friday, October 8, 
to call the San Francisco Police 
and give whatever information 
they might have. 

There may be no connec¬ 
tion, but last week the police 
were notified that there was a 
threat scribbled on a "john" wall 
in the downtown Sutter Street 
garage which boasted of having 
killed 11 "queers" and intent to 
kill "one a month"!

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have become the basis of a 
claiss-action suit against the 
Club by attorney Richard 
Gayer. 

The leaflet passed out on 
the night of the picket read in 
part: "We believe that the Club 
Baths practices arbitrary dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of 
race, age and appearance in 
their illegal screening processes 
... As victims of discrimina¬ 
tion, we cannot allow bigotry 
within our own community." 

Gayer himself was present 
at the picket, along with 
Police-Community Relations 
Officer Ray Carlson. Club 
Baths mainager Ray Andrews 
was present as well, and was 
met with roundhouse boos and 
jeers by the picketers for his 
part in the discriminatory acts. 


Although no mention was made 
about whether or not the picket 
was distracting potential 
customers (many of whom 
joined the picket line), Andrews 
later admitted that night was 
"about 10% lower than usual. 

The picket line disbanded 
at midnight, and the picketers 
went off to a celebratory party 
at the Gay Community Center. 

The following Tuesday, 
Mark Joplin, a Gay activist and 
writer, conducted a group at 
San Francisco Gay Rap called 
"Creative Dissent." The 

purpose of the group was to 
discuss the effectiveness of the 
Club Baths picket and to find 
alternative methods of expres¬ 
sing dissent within the 
community. 

Instead, what evolved out 


of that group was the nucleus of 
an entire new drive against the 
Club. "People at the rap agreed 
that a one-shot wonder wasn't 
going to get the Club Baths to 
change their ways," Joplin said. 
"So I threw it open to discus¬ 
sion, and we began planning an 
entire campaign around the 
issue; educating the commimity 
through the Gay media, and so 
forth." 

The group discussed 
staging an ongoing picket, 
wherein picket lines of 10-12 
people, working in shifts, would 
be in front of the Club 24 hours 
a day during the weekends. 
They also agreed that broad 
community support for the 
drive was essential, 2 uid that all 
groups from every section of 
the community be contacted

Arson Suspected In 
Bath House Fire 

Arson is suspected in the 
four 2 darm fire which gutted 
the Folsom Street Barracks 
about 10:00 p.m. Saturday 
night, according to owner 
Edward M. Smith. 

There were over 100 
patrons in the premises at the 
time, but none was injured. 
Several firemen suffered from 
smoke inhadation, and one is 
known to have fallen through 
the roof. However, no serious 
injuries have been reported. 

Damage estimates have 
run ajs high eis $175,000, but it is 
too soon to estimate accurately 
Smith stated. 

The fire reportedly 
started in the upper part of the 
old, three-story wooden struc¬ 
ture and spread rapidly to 
adjoining buildings. The upper 
floors contained individual 
rooms for patrons. 

There was no sprinkler 
system; and when the owner 
was asked about it, he reported 
that he had wanted to install a 
sprinkler system after the fire 
he had on the first floor about

panion and massage freelancing 
professions. 

The story also claimed 
that the alleged masseur crack¬ 
down had been ordered after a 
group or groups began a 'shake- 
down' and 'extortion racket' of 
its clients. 

Under San Francisco city 
ordinances, masseurs and mas¬ 
seuses must be licensed by the 
Police Department. The same, 
however, does not apply to 
models. 

According to San 
Francisco Police Department's 
Deputy Chief of Police for 
Investigation, Mortimer 

Mclnemey, under whom such a 
crackdown or investigation 
would be directed, said, 
"Nonsense! There is only one 
masseur we aure investigating 
and only one. For one thing, 
the personnel shortage in the 
Department right now is enough 
to prohibit any such large-scale 
operation." 

The story in the 
"Crusader" further claimed that 
the 'crackdown' met "with the 
approved of many gay leaders." 

Deputy Chief Mclnemey 
said, "There is, to our knowl-

six months ago, but the city 
would not let him. They told 
him at the time that there was 
not enough pressure in the main 
in that aurea for a sprinkler 
system. 

Smith said he pursued the 
problem but was told by the 
city officials that it would take 
a bond issue to get the money 
to install a new water main and 
that there were not enough 
large buildings in the area to 
justify the expense. 

A subsequent check was 
made with Mr. Wentworth, an 
engineer with the San Francisco 
Water Department. Searching 
his records, he could find no 

r 


formal application for a 
sprinkler system as Smith con¬ 
tended. Wentworth added that 
Smith may have been correct 
about the water pressure, but 
that he could have gotten a 
pump to increase the pressure. 

Smith was asked if he 
thought the fire might be 
related to threats against him 
made a few months ago by drug 
pushers who were forced to 
leave the baths when he became 
the new owner. 

"I know I have made 
enemies, but I hate to think 
anyone hates me that much; 
someone could have been 
killed," he said, "but I really 


don't have any idea; it is pos¬ 
sible." 

The Folsom Street 
Bairracks made headlines a few 
months back when it was raided 
by the San Francisco Narcotics 
Squad; and, adthough drugs were 
found, no criticism was made of 
the owner. In fact. Smith was 
described as cooperative in put¬ 
ting a stop to the drug traffic 
at the Bairracks. 

"I just about got the last 
fire damage repaired," Smith 
lamented. "I have no idea how 
long it will take to rebuild 
again, but I will rebuild," he 
promised.

Response from the San 
Francisco community has been 
mixed with the most cdeurming 
effect among masseurs, escorts, 
compcuiions and models. 
According to San FrcUicisco-Bay 
Area Models Guild Chairmem 
J. Johns, "Plans have been laid 
for a closed meeting of all 
FREELANCING models, agents, 
and models with agencies. The 
meeting is necessitated as a 
result of those people(s) who 
continue to subvert minds of 
men with lies and deceit in 
their own publications. The sad 
part of all of this is the lack in 
checking out the stories like 
that printed by the "Crusader" 
on the part of models zmd 
clients who read such trash." 

Mr. Johns went on to say 
further, "The meeting is to aid 
and assist in the discussions 
toward bringing about a 'sense 
of direction' and 'balance' in the 
business field of freelancing 
professionals and semi- 
professioncds. The over¬ 

reactionary attitudes existing 
today in these fields can be 
blamed on a hand-few people 
who've been seeking to destroy 
those businesses for their own 
personal glory and profit aims. 
There is a lack of camaraderie 
between models, escorts zuid 
others who fail to verify what 
they read in such trash-rags as 
the 'Crusader'." 

According to Mr. Johns, 
the San Francisco-Bay Area 
Models Guild is now chartered 
with the California Freelance 
Models, Talent and Agents 
Guild, a non-profit California 
corporation who will be repre¬ 
sented at the meeting scheduled 
for November 19> 1976. Also 
plcumed by the local chapter in 
San Francisco is the installation 
of a "HOTLINE-HELPLINE."

to mediate the problem.

city. They are a part of the 
overall social scene. You have 
to have gay bartenders in gay 
bars. Li that we totally support 
the Tavern Guild," he said. 

"When the time comes and 
things are different and straight 
society has fully accepted gay 
people, then that would be a 
different story," he went on. 

"It is a big mistake to pick 
on a small gay bar and try to 
imionize it without employee 
support," he said. "This is 
especially true right now when 
we are trying to help labor in 
defeating the anti-labor prop¬ 
ositions on the local ballot.

The suggestion was made 
that since the Red Lauitem is 
just across the street from the 
union headquarters, the imion 
members were merely seeking a 
place to drink close by and 
hoped to change a gay bar to a 
straight bar. 

Wallace was able to 
discuss the problem with labor 
leaders and with Belardi him¬ 
self, cmd the hope is that the 
pressure will be taken off the 
Red Lantern and that Belardi 
will understand the special 
problems of gay baurs.

appointees remain. They can do 
more good or h«urm than the 
President himself.

Endorsements And by Mark Joplin 
Commentary, 1976 


"POLITICS (n): A strife 
of interests masquerading as a 
contest of principles. The 
conduct of public affairs for 
private advantage." — Ambrose 
Bierce, The Devil's Dictioncury 


I got involved in politics 
very early in my life. I grew up 
during the climactic days of the 
mid-to-late Sixties, when the 
old values were being 
questioned and change was in 
the air. I saw the marches cuid 
the demonstrations and the 
draft-card burnings. I felt the 
sheer energy of a nation of 
conscious young people, striving 
for a life, liberty and pursuit of 
happiness that was more than 
mere words on a piece of 
parchment. 

But then — something 
happened. King and the 
Kennedys got planted. I 
remember the day Bobby 
Kennedy was shot: my family 
and I were up in the mountains 
when we heard the newscast. 
My twelve-year-old mind could 
not quite grasp all the import of 
him, but something inside told 
me that we had lost our last 
hope — and that there probably 
would never be another one like 
him in my lifetime. 

And when they covered 
the Republican convention that 
yeau*, I said out loud, "Why 
couldn't Nixon be the one who 
was shot?” And my mother 
admonished me, saying that I 
didn't really mean that, and I 
apologized. But the same voice 
inside my head that told me 
that Kennedy's death was a loss 
told me that something bad was 
going to happen, and that this 
shifty-eyed Republican was 
going to have a lot to do with 
it. 

My crying began when 
Nixon won the election. It 
continued as I watched the 
escalation of the war in Nam, 
coupled with the crushing of 
dissent here. I cried as I 
watched news footage of war- 
resisters in Chicago getting 


their heads cracked open by 
Daley's kulacks. I cried as 
Allison Krause, Jeffrey Glen 
Miller, William K. Schroeder 
and Sandra Lee Sheuer were 
senselessly murdered on the 
campus of Kent State. I cried 
as mothers proudly hung gold 
stars in their windows after 
having their sons' mutilated 
bodies sent back to them from 
Cambodia. 

It has been a hellish eight 
years for me. Eight years in 
which I have seen Nixon, Agnew 
and Reagan stifle the 
revolutionary fervor of the 
Sixties and replace it with the 
Deadhead Seventies. Eight 
years in which I have seen the 
great become evil. Eight years 
in which I have seen the status 
return to quo. 

Eight years later — and 
the recent Hart poll shows that 
more than half the people in 
America will not be voting this 
election. The reasons given all 
boil down to one word: apathy. 
"Why vote? Ford and Carter 
are both alike," is the 
consensus. The ruling class 
wins either way, the pork-barrel 
rolls on, and our so-called 
"Freedom of Choice" is limited 
to whether we want a 
Democratic Nixon or a 
Republican one. 

We are all eight years 
older and not one iota wiser. 
And if there ever was a time 
when Bierce's quote had 
ultimate relevance, that time is 
now. 


I am endorsing Nobody for 
President, as a write-in 
candidate, auid am encouraging 
everyone to do likewise. It 
simply doesn't matter whether 
Ford or Carter gets elected; we 
get castrated either way. I 
subscribe to Harlan Ellison, 
when he said, "We may get our 
heads chopped off, but we are 
not obligated to aid the 
axeman." Until a "None of the 
Above" selection is enacted, 
writing in Nobody on the ballot 
remains our most effective

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means of expressing our 
disapproval of this national 
farce. 

In the race for U.S. 
Senate, however, a choice must 

be made. I am endorsing 
incumbent John Tunney, to keep 
the seat out of the iiands of the 
most consummately evil man to 
come down the pike since Max 
Rafferty. Hayakawa has shown 
us more than we care to know 
about him during his tenure at 
S.F. State College, where he 
proved to be an intolerant and 
altogether inept administrator.

I have no endorsement for 
Commimity College Board, 


except that cmyone who could 
cast a vote for a m 2 m who 
endorsed such dopplegzmgers as 
Nixon, Hayakawa and 
Mendelsohn, while giving short 
shrift to such freedom-fighters 
as Hayden, Udall and Milk, is 
clearly not interested in Gay 
rights. I refer, of course, to 
Ray (Flip-Flop) Brosheairs, the 
friend/enemy of the 

community, depending on who's 
in his good graces this week. A 
man who has managed to 
antagonize most everybody 
(remind me to tell you about he 
lied my way out of my position 
in the Truman Democratic Club 
sometime). He is the living 
epitome of a "Pot Shots" card I 
received in the mail a while 
back. It says, "Take Notice: 
My Moods and Attitudes are 
Subject to Change Without 
Warning cmd Without 
Explanation." Next to it was a 
face, re-drawn to look like 
Broshears, sticking his tongue 
out at me.

Columnists 


[7776 following is addressed to an 
article in the Gay Crusader] 

Editors: 

The following is a reply to an 
article entitled "Squeeks at Oil 
Can." 

As a frequent patron of Oil Can 
Harry's, I find the club to be the 
finest, the most beautiful, the most 
consistently exciting disco in the 
city. Its talented staff - whether 
bartenders, cocktail waiters, cloak¬ 
room attendants, and doormen — 
have never been anything but 
warm, smiling and courteous; in 
fact, they seem to go out of their 
way to make patrons feel welcome, 
comfortable, and appreciated. 

As to the author's accusations 
of racism: I have frequently stood at 
that section of the bar nearest to. 
the entrance. The doorman smiling¬ 
ly cards everyone: Whites, Blacks, 
Orientals, Latinos. Tiresome though 
all this carding may seem to many, 
it is necessary for all the discos to 
card everyone. Those super-sounds 
have an irristible appeal to the 
under-21 set; and, California State 
law, being what it is, these clubs 
must protect themselves — and 
their licenses, so that they may 
continue to provide a good time for 
us, the over-21 set. 

I live near to Oil Can Harry's 
and can assert from first hand eye¬ 
witness that the frequent police 
activity in and around the estab¬ 
lishment which formerly occupied 
Oil Can's location was not due to 
racial harrassment, but rather to the 
continual, almost nightly, drunken 
altercations and fist-fights both in 
and outside of the club — all, a 
result of gross mis-management. 

The racial mix of Oil Can 
Harry's patrons seems to me to be 
in keeping with that of San 
Francisco in general. The fact that 
Oil Can's customers are a lively. 


well-behaved group — and a 
delightful bunch of people to 
boogie with - is not a matter of 
racial identity, but rather an indica¬ 
tion that the management has the 
experience, the wisdom, and the 
down-right kindness to gently but 
firmly suggest to an individual who 
is visibly over-intoxicated and 
staggering that he call it a night and 
go home rather than callously 
continue to pump into him as many 
additional drinks as he can pay for; 
then scrape the poor sucker off the 
floor and throw him out into the 
street. A practice, I might add, that, 
along with being grossly immoral, is 
illegal. And a practice that probably 
more than anything else contribu¬ 
ted to the demise of the establish¬ 
ment that formerly occupied Oil 
Can Harry's spot. 

As to the author's comments 
on women: He might consider 
checking out his own head regard¬ 
ing sexism. Oil Can Harry's is a gay 
disco. The smattering of women 
there (be they gay sisters or women 
of indeterminate persuasion) all 
provide added sparkle and interest 
to an already sparkling and interest¬ 
ing disco. 

In closing, it is my strong 
feeling that Oil Can Harry's has 
graced the Downtown-Polk Strasse 
area with something it has needed 
for a long time: a mammouth and 
exciting dance floor, a phenomenal 
disco system operated by one of 
California's leading D.J.'s, Rusty 
Nail. There's beautiful ambiance; 
there's a welcome smile at the 
door; Good Lord, there's even disco 
romance - at the cozy back-bar, 
and along the ring-side tables that 
circle the dance floor where 
couples can hold hands, dig each 
other, and dig the spectacular show 
. . . even if they're too engrossed to 
get up and "get down."

Based on our theatre- 
going experiences in San 
Francisco, English theatre is in 
very good shape indeed. But 
English critics are nonetheless 
moaning and berating the state 
of their dramas and comedies. 
True, the West End has re¬ 
discovered Ben Travers' early 
20th century farces, with two 
currently doing capacity 
business, even though reviews 
were mixed. True, there are 
slight comedies running with 
bad plots, under-direction — 
even perhaps ripoffs, such as 
the sequel to "Oh, Calcutta" 
currently playing to capacity 
houses , after rotten reviews, 
"Carte Blanche," at the 
Phoenix, with words by Ionesco, 
Ken Tynan, Verlaine (yea, 
verily, say the ads) and others. 
But with over 30 theatres and 
plays from which to choose, we 
managed to see 18 shows within 
a four week trip, a few even in 
the provinces! We skipped such 
froth as "A Bedfull of 
Foreigners," "Jesus Christ 
Superstar" and "So Who Needs 
Men," all having absolutely no 
appeal for us. 

"Side By Side By 
Sondheim" was our first show. 
Devised by David Kernan and 


Ned Sherrin (and directed by 
Sherrin), the lively cast at 
Wyndham's includes the two 
men, plus lovely Julia McKenzie 
and show-stealing Millicent 
Martin, all original BBC-TV 
members of "That Was the 
Week That Was," singing and 
talking their hearts out, giving 
the British amd Americans a

Cussons. Gray’s plays seem so 
autobiographicad, almost pain¬ 
fully so, that it’s difficult to 
guess whether he can write any 
more after this one. But it’s 
literate, quite imiversal and 
superbly acted, with equally 
fine direction by Harold Pinter. 
It comes to Broadway this 
winter, as does the Sondheim 
show, and we hope someone has 
grabbed Tom Stoppard’s new 
hit, "Dirty Linen" combined 
with "New-Foimd-Land" at the 
Arts Theatre. The first produc¬ 
tion from the Ambiance Limch- 
Hour Theatre Club at the 
Almost Free Theatre (don’t you 
love it?) to make it to the West 
End, this is the best Stoppard 
yet.

most difficult, funny and 
brilliant monologue in con¬ 
temporary theater, lasting 
about 15 minutes, non-stop, and 
containing within it Stoppard's 
impressions of the U.S. If 
A.C.T. doesn't get this show, 
there's no justice in our world. 

Still another wonderful 
and funny evening was spent in 
our favorite London theatre - 
The Royal Court - where we 
saw "Home" six years ago with 
Gielgud and Richardson. This 
tiny, 300-seat house now 
features David Storey's newest 
play, "Mothers Day," which 
received uneven reviews, but 
which we howled at cind totally 
loved. You will too. Perhaps 
there is just too much "fooking" 
and similar language for English 
critics and audiences, but the 
Yorkshire accent made it more 
delightful for us. Definitely 
Storey's wildest play yet, it 
concerns a strange family, with 
Mother keeping her youngest 
daughter in a cupboard much of 
the time, urging her younger 
son to have sexual liaisons with 
whomever and whenever he 
pleases (including sisters, her¬ 
self, strangers at the door, 
etc.), and proclaiming to one 
and all that she is descended 
from a wealthy family, one of 
whose members invented the 
toilet. Betty Marsden steals 
the evening as mother Johnson, 
and Bryan Pringle as Mr. 
Johnson (hard-working and long- 
suffering in the beginning, but 
finding his sexuality in the last 
act with a young boarder) 
scores through the evening.

The last rave is reserved 
for a new play, "Family Dance," 
by new playwright Felicity 
Browne, at the Criterion.

Browne's biography is all too 
brief in the program, acknowl¬ 
edging that it's her first play to 
be produced, had an Army 
childhood, went to Oxford and 
is married with one child. 
Kudos to her, and may we have 
more! Starring Alec McCowen,

(FOR FAIR REPRESENTATION) 

An incredible wide- 
ranging coalition is mobilizing 
behind Proposition T, the 
November 2 ballot measure that 
would establish district election 
of supervisors. Neighborhood 
groups from all over the city 
are joining forces, and the 
measure also has strong support 
from labor and from the black 
community. Proposition T 

would drastically alter the com¬ 
position of the Board of Super¬ 
visors, which is now heavily 
weighted with people from one 
upper-income enclave aroimd 
St. Francis Woods - that's the 
same neighborhood Mayor 
Moscome resides in. Prop¬ 
osition T would create eleven 
districts with the first district 
election taking plaqe in 
November 1977. The basic 
issue is simple: taking political 
power from the downtown 
interests and putting it back 
into the neighborhoods with the 
people where it belongs.

Richard Chavez 
Seeks Gay Support 
For Prop. 14 

Richard Chavez, repre¬ 
senting the United Farm Work¬ 
ers of America, AFL-CIO, YES 
ON 14 Committee, is in San 
Francisco seeking the gay vote 
for Proposition 14 on the state 
ballot. 

Known as the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Initiative, 
Proposition 14 would re-enact 
the Agricultural Labor Rela¬ 
tions Act of 1975 with amend¬ 
ments and manditory fimding to 
implement the Act. 

In an interview, Richard 
Chavez issued a statement 
printed on United Farmworkers 
stationery under the name of 
San Francisco Sheriff Richard 
Hongisto and Richcurd Chavez as 
head of the local Yes On 14 
Committee. 

In part that statement, 
credited to Cessu: Chavez as 
head of the farm workers union, 
declared, "The United Farm 
Workers recognize the many 
contributions of the gay com¬ 
munity to our society and our 
country. Our movement has 
been helped by many gay men 


and women. We know that the 
struggle for an end to discrimi¬ 
nation, both socially and 
culturally, is a long and diffi¬ 
cult one. We hope that our 
movement will continue to grow 
and bring to all men and women 
the dignity and equality that is 
their birthright." 

Noting that the gay com¬ 
munity has consistently aided 
the farm workers' efforts and 
that it supported the grape boy¬ 
cott, Chavez felt confident in 
getting the gay vote on 14. He 
admitted that is one of his tasks 
in San Francisco. 

He also commented on the 
successful press conference 
held on October 19 at the Del 
Webb Towne House here, refer¬ 
ring to the joint gay and labor 
pledge of mutual support which 
was attended by almost every 
important labor leader in the 
Bay Area. 

"I have been to a lot of 
labor meetings," he said, "here, 
in New York City and in 
Detroit; but I have never seen 
anything like that show of labor 
support for the gay movement 
before, anywhere!" 

"Do you have a 'sexual 
orientation' clause in your labor 
contracts?" he was asked. 

"We protect the rights of 
all people," he answered, 
alluding to State and Federal 
laws. 

"You are missing the 
point," and the question was put 
again. 

"Does your United Farm 
Workers of America union have 
a specific clause in your work 
contracts which specifically 
protects persons from discrimi¬ 
nation in employment because 
of 'sexual orientation' or 'affec- 
tional preference'?" 

"No," he admitted, "the 
problem never came up." 

"Now that it has come 
up," he was asked, "do you think 
your brother will consider put¬ 
ting such a statement into farm 
labor contracts?" 

Obviously xmcom for table, 
while still trying to assure the 
gay community that the farm 
workers are behind gay rights, 
he suggested that Cesar Chavez 
would respond if pressure were 
put on him from local labor 
union leaders, like the group 
who showed at the press confer¬ 
ence on October 19* 

"Both groups (referring to 
the fcurm workers and the gay 
community) have common 
goals," he declared, "both are 
fighting for their rights; people 
must learn to understand both 
groups as individuals." 

That statement was made 
to quote. He went on to state 
that he would be touring the 
gay bars in San Francisco to 
seek support for Proposition 14 
by personal contact with gay 
persons.

Believing gay people have 
a personal responsibility to vote 
for Sen. John Tunney on 
November 2, the Alice B. 
Toklas Memorial Democratic 
Club has mounted perhaps the 
greatest electoral effort in its 
five-year history. 

Republican challenger 
S. I. Hayakawa's startling 
admission — "I am deeply, 
deeply, deeply prejudiced 
against homosexucdity, emd I 
will vote that way." — has 
implications gay people must 
actively resist, according to 
Toklas president Bob Cramer. 

Tunney, by contrast, has

In the final two weeks of 
the campaign, Alice is distrib¬ 
uting to gay organizations and 
businesses throughout Cali¬ 
fornia 25,000 copies of what it 
regards as Tunney's distinctly 
positive and Hayakawa's 
infamously negative statements 
on the rights of gay people. 
Jimmy Carter's campaign for 
President is also endorsed in 
that special report — as is state 
Proposition 14, the Farm 
Workers Initiative.

sign gay rights legislation as 
President. The club, believing 
that eill civil liberties questions 
are ultimately indivisible, sup¬ 
ports the rights of farm labor¬ 
ers to organize emd to be 
represented without recurrent 
political battles. 

Passage of city Proposi¬ 
tion T — district election of 
supervisors — heads Alice's 
local priorities. If "Yes on T" 
prevails, neighborhood interests 
can command genuine attention 
at City Hall, and gay people 
will have excellent chances to 
elect some of their own to the 
Board, Toklas maintains. 

Bill Maher and Jim 
Gonzales have Alice's endorse¬ 
ment to focus the Bocird of 
Education's concerns on student 
and teacher dignity. Peter 
Finnegan, and Doris Ward are 
the choices for re-election to 
the Commimity College Board, > 
and Ella Hill Hutch and John 
Kirkwood deserve full four-year 
terms on the BART Board. 

Toklas urges "yes" on 
Prop. H, concerning civil 
service exemptions in the 
sheriff's department, emd 
Prop. E, the "rule of three" 
allowing city depsirtment heads 
to choose among the top three 
civil service exam qualifiers 
(instead of exclusively the top 
qualifier) in filling vacancies. 

Alice recommends "no" on 
Prop. B (firing striking city 
workers) and Prop. O (letting 
voters decide city salary 
fights). The club views both as 
extreme smti-labor measures. 

Toklas is officially sitting 
out the race between Sen. 
Milton Marks and challenger 
Bob Mendelsohn. 

Labor Unions Join

Scm Francisco. The news media 
was there in force, they heard 
it, they saw it with their own 
eyes: almost every important 
labor leader in the Bay Area 
was present at the Del Webb 
Towne House, October 12, 1976, 
at 10:00 a.m. to pledge their 
support for gay rights! 

"This may seem like a new 
thing," said Howard Wallace, 
spokesperson for Bay Area Gay 
Liberation, "but in all fairness. 


you have to realize that a lot of 
labor leaders have been helping 
gays behind the scenes for a 
long time." 

BAGL was credited by one 
labor leader at the meeting for 
having done the near impos¬ 
sible. They got the most 
powerful labor leaders in the 
area to sit down with one 
another and jointly issue a 
statement of total support for 
gay rights. 

After Wallace made a few 
opening remarks. Jack Crowley, 
Secretary-Treasurer of the 
powerful San Francisco Labor 
Council, pledged the Support of 
his union to protect the rights 
of all people, including gay 
people. 

"It's a matter of simple 
justice," he insisted. 

A reporter from one of 
the local San Francisco papers 
tried to distort the mecming of 
the meeting with his questions; 
however. Jack Goldberger, the 
crusty head of the 83,000 
worker Joint Council of Team¬ 
sters and leader of the News¬ 
paper Drivers Local 921, 
snapped back at him and spelled 
it out. 

"We don't Ceire what you 
are, we stand behind any person 
- mcile, female or whatever," he 
declared as he went on to 
clarify labor's intention to pro¬ 
tect the rights of gay persons in 
employment. 

BAGL, for its pcirt, came 
out strongly through its spokes¬ 
persons to denounce the "euiti- 
labor" measures on the ballot, 
which included Propositions B, 
D, E, I, J, L, M, N and O plus 
support for No. 14 on the state 
ballot. 

Richard Chavez of the 
Farm Workers' Union, which 
helped write State Proposi¬ 
tion 14, spoke out to support 
gay rights on behalf of that 
union. Also there to speak out 
for gay rights was Stanley 
Smith of the Building & 
Construction Trades Council 
who said that his imion already 
had a "sexucd preference" pro¬ 
tection clause in its contracts. 

Joan Dillon, President of 
the Civil Service Workers 
Union, joined with Jim Herman 
of the International Longshore¬ 
men's & Warehousemen's Union 
and Walter Johnson, President

Bloomington . Miguel Morgado 
is among the complainants in a 
legal action that was before the 
Bloomington, Indiana, Human 
Rights Commission and which is 
now headed for the courts in 
that state as Phillips et al v. 
Backstreet. 

Backstreet, which is a disco¬ 
theque catering to straight 
people, will argue before the 
Bloomington HRC that it would 
be a denial of their constitu¬ 
tional rights to force them to 
permit homosexuals to use their 
facilities and dance with one 
emother. 

According to Bruce

Bloomington Human Rights 
Commission, this will be the 
first test of their controversial 
"gay rights law." 

His office had received a 
number of complaints from gay 
persons regarding discrimina¬ 
tion against them by the Back- 
street Disco located in Dunkirk 
Square. 

Complaints were filed 
with the HRC by Andrew 
Hudson, Rt. 4, Smithville; 
Miguel Morgado, 1415 E. Third 
Street; and Paul W. Phillips, 
224H W. Kirkwood Avenue. 

They charged the mcmage- 
ment of the Backstreet with 
prohibiting them from dancing 
with their same gender partners 
and thereby violating their 
rights to protection under 
Bloomington's new human rights 
code which is supposed to 
protect homosexuals from 
discrimination. 

The charges were based 
on an incident which occurred 
on March 4, 1976. Hudson went 
further to complain that he was 
■actually ejected from the 
premises. 

When the complaint was 
first filed, the HRC was power¬ 
less to investigate the charges; 
however, subsequently, the law 
has been changed. 

Phillips went further in 
his charges and also filed a 
complaint under the Indiana 
Civil Rights Act under which he 
claims he was discriminated 
against because of sex. 

According to that com¬ 
plaint, the Backstreet permits 
women to dance with other 
women but does not permit men 
to dauice with other men, aind 
that, he contends, is discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sex. 

On December 4, 1975, the 
Bloomington City Council 
passed am ordinance described 
as "the most liberal humam 
rights law in Indiauia." That 
ordinauice prohibited discrimi¬ 
nation based on "sexual 
orientation." 

According to Morgado, 
the mauiagement of the 
Backstreet aisked him to stop 
dancing with males ais it would 
give the place a "bad name." 
Although he claims he was not 
referred to as gay or homo¬ 
sexual, he was included in the 
expression "your kind" when 
asked to stop damcing. 

At the previous "show 
cause" heauring on the matter, 
the Backstreet was found in 
violation of the ordinance in 
that they did in fact discrimi¬ 
nate agadnst homosexuals and 
men who wished to dance with 
each other. 

In response to the case, 
the owners of Backstreet 
reportedly intend to chadlenge 
the constitutionality of the 
Bloomington Humam Rights 
Ordinance. 

The attorney for 
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Backstreet, James Ferguson, 
filed denials to the ch 2 Lrges and 
will fight to have the charges 
dismissed on constitutional 
grounds. 

In his motion to dismiss, 
Ferguson contends, "The local 
ordinance which attempts to 
prohibit classification on the 
grounds of sex in Backstreet, 
Inc., is in conflict with the laws 
and statutes of the State of 
Indiauia and is, therefore, void." 

The most recent com¬ 
plaint against the Backstreet 
was reported to have occurred 
on April 28, 1976, at which time 
Duncan Mitchell and Allen Lopp 
were interrupted while dancing. 
They were interrupted by 
Layton himself according to 
reports. 

A woman, Donna Reeves, 
filed a complaint with the com¬ 
mission after she was ejected 
from Backstreet on May 12. 

"I was ejected from 
Backstreet for doing the same 
dance with a woman that all the 
male-female couples were 
doing," she alleged in her com¬ 
plaint. 

When the Bloomington 
Human Rights Ordinance was | 
being considered and finally 
passed on December 4, 1975, 
opponents contended it would 


promote a "community of 
sodomites." 

Opponents ran full page 
ads in the Bloomington-Heraid 
Telephone to protest the 
ordinance. 

At that time, they 
charged the sexual orientation 
amendment was unconstitu¬ 
tional and exceeded the area 
covered by the Indiana Civil 
Rights Act. That act enables 
municipalities to create local 
rights commissions. 

Apparently, the Indiana 
Civil Rights Law does not 
specifically refer to discrimi¬ 
nation based on sexual 
orientation. However, accord¬ 
ing to the city attorney in 
Bloomington, Steve Richar^on, 
the state's enabling statutes do 
not prohibit communities from 
adding categories in local 
ordin£uices. 

Miguel Morgado is seeking 
all the help he can get to assist 
in the up-coming battle on the 
constitutional issue.

“Yes On 14” News 

ABC TV PULLS OFF 
DECEPTIVE ADS ^ 

Los Angeles . United Farm¬ 
workers President Cesar 
Chavez announced on 
October 20th that ABC New 
York has directed cdl ABC tele¬ 
vision and radio stations in 
California to "pull off the air" 
deceptive commerciads paid for 
by opponents of Proposition 14. 

"The action by the legal 
dep2u:tment of ABC New York 
supports our charge that com¬ 
mercials produced by cinti-14 
forces are designed to deceive 
the voters," Chavez said in a 
statement released through his 
statewide headquarters in Los 
Angeles. "The opponents have 
chosen a path of deception 
which represents an insult to 
the intelligence of every Cali¬ 
fornia voter." 

The United Farmworkers 
President explained that KABC- 
TV, Los Angeles; KGO-TV, Szui 
Francisco; KABC Radio, Los 
Angeles; KLOS Radio, Los 
Angeles; KSFX, San Francisco, 
and all other owned and 
operated stations throughout 
California have been directed 
by their New York headquarters 
to remove the deceptive ads. 


In addition, Chavez 
explained, all ABC affiliate 
television and radio stations are 
being contacted by telegram to 
request similar removal of the 
deceptive commercials. 

"The action by ABC New 
York exemplifies their concern 
and interest in preserving both 
integrity and truth in the politi¬ 
cal process," Chavez concluded. 
"I am confident that other net¬ 
works will follow the lead of 
ABC in protecting the voter 
from deceptive and misleading 
commercials." 

This follows similar action 
by KPIX Channel 5 TV in San 
Francisco which has pulled 7 of 
the private property ads as 
deceptive and misleading.

A new program for saving 
the lives of heart attack 
victims is beginning in the Bay 
Area. The Association of Bay 
Area Governments’ Emergency 
Medical services Program has 
purchased 65 life-size dolls 
called "Resusci-Annies." The 
dolls will be used to teach 
cardio-pulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR) in the Bay Area. 

ABAC is currently negoti¬ 
ating with health organizations 
such as the Red Cross, county 
health departments, and county 
health associations so that 
health groups can lease the 
training dolls for one dollar a 
year. Publicity aimed at reach¬ 
ing community members for 
whom such training is often 
inaccessible will be required of 


The 12-hour 
classes teach how to revive 
children as well as adults amd 
are also useful for saving 
drowning and electric shock 
victims. 

A special effort will be 
made to train groups such as 
non-medical personnel of 
hospitals, nursing and conva¬ 
lescent homes; family members 
of cardiac patients; employees 
of high risk industries; low 
income, senior citizens, auid 
minority groups; students; amd 
public service personnel. 

ABAG anticipates that 
more thaui 100,000 Bay Area 
residents will receive the train¬ 
ing course by July 1977. After 
a similar program in Seattle, it 
was estimated that one of every 
five adults in that area had 
been trained in CPR amd numer¬ 
ous lives were saved each year 
as a result.
